“The difficulties arose,” said the 
lawyers, ‘“‘from the fact that in the 
account of customers, Dégn, Onati- 
via & Co. were carrying 45,000 
shares of stock of a company 
which was ae subsidiary of the 
Grain Marketing Corporation of 
Chicago. This stock has been quot- 
ed and carried around $59 a.share.

Justice Blair’s ‘Opinion 
Hints at a Possibility of 
Unlawful Practices by

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3.— 
The 16 planing mill companies now 
or formerly holding membership 
in the St. Louis Millmen's Assocta- 
tion were found not guilty of 
charges of violating the State an- 
titrust laws by alleged price fixing 
and restraint of free competition, 
In a decision handed down today 
by.the Supreme Court en bene. 

The Court held that the chacges 
of conspiracy by ass yciation mem- 
bers to restrain competition, fix 
prices and control the r-#nufacture 
and sale of millwock tn 8t, Louis 
and 8St.“Louls County hai not been 
satisfactorily proved by the Staite, 
and ordered the discharge of the 
16 defendants. 

Former Attorney-General Jesse 
W. Barrett instituted the suit in 
Supreme Court In 1921, In the 
form of a quo warranto proceed- 
ing. and sought to have the com- 
panies fined and ousted from busi- 
ness in Missourt. 

No Vio of Statutes, 

Judge David air, who Wrote. 
the opinion, declared the evidence 
did not show that the operations 
of the association or the listing 
Bureau it maintained, and the cost 
guide supplied to association mem- 
bers, were in violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

He held that the plan and the 
practices of the respondents (mill- 
men) in the creation and opera- 
tion of the St. Louls Milimen‘s As- 
sociation and the Planing Mit 
Listing Bureau conatitute no viola- 
tion of the statutes. Judge Blair 
wrote; “It may be that, by secrat 
arrangement and by the use of 
these organizations, respondents 
might engage in the unlawful prac- 
tices denounced by our statutes, 
but relator (Barrett) has not 
shown that this has been done. 
Possibility or suspicion alone is not 
sufficient.” 

Only Acquittal In 3 Cases. 

This is the final case, and the 
only acquittal, of three anti-truat . 
sults instituted in 1921 by Barrett 
against three associations of bulld- 
ing material dealers in 8t. Loutd, 
following an investigation by the 
Post-Dispatch of the high prices of 
rullding materials in St. Louis. 

The State was victorious in the 
two cases against the St. Louls 
Lumber Trade Exchange, and the 
St. Louls Material Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. The Supreme Court, July 28, 
1923, found the 19 members of the 
Lumber Trade Exchange gullty of 
price fixing and restraint of trade, 
imposed fines aggregating $96,006 
and ordered dissolution of the ex- 
c The court ordered the 19 
lumber companies ousted from the 

ate, but later suspended the oust- 
er pending good behavior. 

Settlement of the material deal- 
ers’ case was effected July 2, 1924, 
when the Missouri Portland C 
Co agreed to pay a fine of $2 
and accept a decree of ouster, the

He was an efficiency expert, just 
as he said. He acted the part, be- 
ing neat and dapper of dress and 
smooth of tongue. And he wroved 
his evil efficiency by courting, 
marrying and swindling a woman 
of her NHifetime savings, $1400, 
within six*weeks. 

Louis F. Schiller, 38 years old, 
5 feet 4 inches in height, weight 
150 pounds and bald, is how the 
police report describes him. The 
police and his bride, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Schiller, 35 years old, would 
like to meet him. 

The courtship began at a house 
party on Nashville avenue. Schiller 
and his bride-to-be, who was 
housekeeper at the home of O. T. 
Hodges, 935 Skinker foad, were 
among the guests. They were in- 


troduced by Mrs. Helen Boiz 
1127 Morrison avenue. 

That was six weeks ago. Schiller 
Was a fast worker. He mentioned 
something about love at first sight, 
and how people in their 30’s should 
marry and settle down. He asked 
permission to call on her, and did 
call, and proposed marriage. They 
were married at Clayton, June 16. 

Took Money From Bank. 

Schiller had been rooming at 
1047 McCausland avenue. His bride 
had a $1400 savings account at the 
Tower Grove Bank. On June 19, 
Schiller convinced her that they 
should have a home of their own, 
and she drew out the $1400—part 
of it to be used to make a payment 
on a home and the balance. to es- 
tablish an offiice for him in the Ar- 
cade Building. He was an effi- 
clency expert and also dealt in sur- 
gical supplies, he told her. 

Wednesday night he called on 
her at her place of employment. 
Thursday night he failed to call. 
She inquired at the McCausland 
avenue address and learned he 
had packed his’ grip Thursday 
morning and departed for parts 
unknown. She also learned no 
payment had been made on a 
home and no office would be 
opened on July 4, the date he 
mentioned, .or any other date. He 
had disappeared and so had her 
$1400. She still has her job. 

Widow Got Suspicious. 

Mrs. Boiz, who introduced ‘the 
couple, told police Schiller had 
roomed at her home for. three 
weeks and had mentioned he would 
like to marry, and preferred a 
woman with some money. Mrs.

' Schiller went through the rou- 
tine of courting and proposing and 
obtaining a license. Then, Mrs. 
Schwabe] sald, he began “talking 
money.” She became suspicious 
and called off the engagement. She 
still has her savings.

The court held that the provision 
debarring members from § taking 
lists themselves on work in the 
city ane St. Louis County was not 
improper, on the ground that ‘hon- 
estly and properly conducted, the 
taking of such by the bureau was 
calculated to save time and expense’ 
to association members and build- 
ers. 

Judge Blair sald the evidence 
showed more bids were submitted 
after formation of the bureau than 
before, and that the cost of taking 
lists was materially reduced by the 
bureau. Some substance might be 
found in the contention of the State 
that the requirement that members 
take bureau lists on business in the 
city and St. Louis County was cal- 
culated to restrict competition in 
one locality, he said, if all the 
millmen in the city and county 
were members. However, the evi- 
dence showed competition by 11 
nonmembers in that field. The evi- 
dence also showed a wide range 
in bids by association members on 
the same work, the opinion hed. 

“We are not prepared to hold 
that measures, taken by agreement 
of competitors to prevent builders 
from profiting by mistakes result- 
ing in the making of improvident 
contracts violate our statute for- 
bidding agreements or  under- 
standings in restraint of trade or 
free competition,’’ the Court wrote. 

“If competitors were not permit- 
ted to agree upon measures elimi- 
nating mistakes,’ he continued, 
“individuals would add allowances 
to their bids to meet such contin- 
gencies, and the building public 
will ultimately foot the bill.” 
Possibility of Unlawful Practices. 

“We are satisfied that the worst 
which may be said against the 
association and the bureau is that 
afford a cloak under which 
the possibility of engaging in un- 
lawful practices and agreements in 
restraint of trade and free and 
open competition may conveniently 
be hidden,”’. the opinion said. “If 
we assume that the cost guide is 
not what it purports to be and 
that there exists a secret agree- 
ment by which some sort of key 
may be af) plied to it, if must be 
conceded that such cost guide, ap- 
plied to uniform lists of items in 
quantities, would make for. uni- 
formity of bids and thus tend to re- 
strict competition. 

“But we are not permitted to 
presume the guilt of respondents 
upon mere possibility of suspicion,” 
Court concluded. “This pro- 
ceeding is largely in the nature of 
a criminal prosecution and it de- 
velops on relator (Barrett) to sat- 
isfy us of the guilt of the defend- 
ants by clear and satisfactory evi- 
dence. This we find relator has 
not done.”

HE deathknel!l of home and 
marriage has been struck by 
.@ woman doctor at a women's 
national conference. You who are 
old-fashioned and still go on the 
theory that there is no place like 
home, count yourself behind the 
times and take heed of these werds 
of wisdom which were propounded 
by a so-called “noted” woman: 

“Legal marriage and the individ- 
ual home retard the progress of 
women and the advancemen: of the 
race. Banish the home altogether. 

“The responsibility of a home, 
the support of a wife and children 
—these are a great burden on a 
man. This idea of protection for 
women—that'’s another handicap. 
A woman is first of all a human 
being, free and independent.” 

All of which would be interesting 
as an example of how the feminist 
and extremist is willing to have 
the world and his wife go, willy- 
nilly, except for the serious effect 
that such loose-jointed utterances 
may have on the younger genera- 
tion. 

It is bad enough that youth thes 
days is constantly being confronted 
with all the new ideas of freedom— 
free love, free opinions, free actions,

How to Carve 

HEN cod is served in the 
W head and shoulder piece, cut 

through the side along the 
center the entire length, beginning 
back of the head; then slice across 
from the top to the central inci- 
sion, commencing a few inches 
back of the head. With each slice 
serve a piece of liver and some of 
the sound, which may be secured 
by paassiff, the knife under the 
backbone (which it lines) at the 
end of the first cut mace. The 
sound is thin and of a darker col- 
or than the other parts of the fish 
and is considered a delicacy. 

The choicest portions of this fish 
lie about the shoulders. The head 
itself contains some choice bits. The 
epicure will, probably, ask for the 
tongue and palate, which should be 
taken out with a spoon.
